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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination filed on 
August 31 , 2007. Claims 1-18 are pending in the application and have been examined 
by the Examiner. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
31 , 2007 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to independent claim 1 , the prior art of record does not disclose nor 
preclude a solid-state image pickup apparatus containing a plurality of photosensitive 
cells arranged in a two-dimensionai array, each of said plurality of photosensitive cells 
including a main region and a subregion, wherein a sensitivity control circuit controls the 
exposure time over said subregions to adjust the predetermined sensitivity of the 
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subregion in terms of a correction ratio between the quantities of light incident on the 
main and subregions. 

Claims 2-14 are allowed as being based upon the allowed claim 1. 

In regards to independent claim 15, the prior art of record does not disclose nor 
preclude a method of adjusting outputs of photosensitive cells in accordance with 
sensitivity, wherein a plurality of photosensitive cells are arranged in a two-dimensional 
array and each of said plurality of photosensitive cells includes a main region and a 
subregion, wherein an exposure time over said subregions to adjust the predetermined 
sensitivity of the subregion is in terms of a correction ratio between the quantities of light 
incident to the main and subregions. 

Claims 16-18 are allowed as being based upon the allowed claim 15.
